Two Halt Signs? 


CENTLY a reader consulted me. because in his driving 

test he was asked to state the number of halt signs 
recognized in the Highway Code. He knew of one only, the 
familiar red .ring-cum-triangle surmounting an order to us 
to halt at the major road ahead.

The second 
variety is the portable stop sign used by school crossing 
patrols.

PLEASE may I register a strong protest regarding what appears 

to me to be a fine piece of highway robbery on the part of 
the insurance companies? For years after the war my motor- 
cycle insurance—a third-party, fire and theft policy—had an 
extra 19s 6d added to cover continental risk. This seemed to be 
quite reasonable. 

However, two years ago this continental cover or green card, 
as it is now known, was increased to £1 14s. It was a shock but 
this year a greater shock was in store: the green card now costs 
£2 12s 6d, a loading of 50 per cent on my policy. (Such was the 
quantity of medicine I required to recover from the shock that 
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It’s always like this when the television Toppers come on” 


the nearest distillery almost had to work double shifts!) My 
Aberdonian soul rebels at paying good “siller” for nothing 
so I intend investigating the cost of buying insurance on the 
frontiers of the various continental countries, for 1 am doubtful 
that their charges will be greater than £2 12s 6d.

Water Injection 
Disagreement with Theory Propounded by Mr. Daines 


Mé¢Y I be given space to disagree with B. Daines’ views on 
water injection as expressed in your issue for June 26? 
First, he states that hydrogen is a stronger reducing agent than 
carbon. However, if that is so how does he explain the reaction 
employed for the manufacture of water gas? In this process 
steam is passed over heated carbon (coke) forming a mixture of 
hydrogen and carbon monoxide. 
C+H,O— CO+H 

Here, clearly, carbon has reduced a hydrogen compound (water), 
liberating free hydrogen. This reaction would be impossible if 
Mr. Daines’ hypothesis were correct. 

Secondly, he considers the increase in performance to be due 
to the catalysis of the reaction between carbon monoxide— 
produced by partial combustion of the fuel—and oxygen of the 
air. I agree with him entirely that perfectly dry carbon mon- 
oxide and oxygen wil not explode together. But where is he 
going to get his dry carbon monoxide and dry oxygen from? 
The air drawn into an engine always contains a measurable 
quantity of water vapour oapeley in this country) and also 
steam is one of the products of combustion of petrol vapour with 
air. This, then, is a clear example of autocatalysis (a reaction 
which is catalysed by one of its products); further, not all the 
exhaust gases are expelled on the exhaust stroke and therefore 
each fresh charge is mixed with an amount of steam formed 
during the previous power stroke. Since the water vapour 
and all the reacting gases are in the same phase (gases and 





vapours), the amount of water vapour needed to catalyse the 
whole reaction is very small. The amount present due to the 
f ing causes is quite sufficient. 

y, if Mr. Daines’ theory of catalysis is true it would 
mean that the combustion would proceed much faster than 
normally after ignition. Thus the pressure would rise much 
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more rapidly before top dead centre and this back pressure on 
the piston would produce a loss rather than a gain in per- 
fermance. These facts show, I think, that Mr. Daines is 
barking up the wrong tree. 

Finally, my own views are much akin to those already put 
forward in The Motor Cycle. I attribute the decrease of fuel 
consumption to the fact that since water has a very high 
latent heat of vaporization (540 calories per gramme), much heat 
energy that would otherwise be lost out of the exhaust port is 
used in converting the water into steam. This not only cools 
the cylinder and the induced charge—thus offsetting any ten- 
dency to detonate—but the pressure of the steam produced 
supplements the pressure due to combustion of the fuel. Thus 
the total gas pressure acting on the piston after top dead centre 
is increased. This leads to an all-round increase in efficiency

TRACTIVE THREE-SEATER SIDECAR 


SOME folk make their own sidecars for 
fun, others because the budget will not 
run to a factory-made chariot. Yet others 
elect to build a sidecar body for the simple 
reason that there is nothing on the market 
that ties in with their precise requirements. 
E, C. Walker of London, S.E.13, falls into the 
last category and the three-seater saloon he 
built for his G80 Matchless and Watsonian 
chassis was designed solely to meet the re- 
quirements of his wife and 17-month-old 
son. 

Primary consideration was to provide suffi- 
cient room in the nose to enable his son to 
sit in front, and thus in full view of his 
mother. In side clevation the nose is of 
semi-ovoid shape and the lad sits on a small, 
collapsible chair; leg-room in the rear com- 
partment is sufficient for a person of up to 
5ft Gin in height. 

Construction follows orthodox practice and 
features a softwood and plywood frame pan- 
elled in 4mm _ plywood.

Discs and Hydraulics 


Stockport Enthusiasts’ Clever Modifications 


to a Racing Sidecar Outfit 


4 LTHOUGH racing sidecar outfits may 
44% look similar from outside the streamlin- 
ing, most of them bear considerable evidence 
underneath of their owner's individuality and 
personal preferences. So it is with the Norton 
outfit raced by Stockport’s Stan Nightingale 
and Ernie Sheldon. The sidecar chassis is 
ex-Ernie Walker and the outfit is at present 
powered by a 1953 long-stroke engine. High- 
lights of the modifications are a hydraulic 
braking system and the use of a disc brake on 
the sidecar wheel. As on the factory B.M.W 
outfits, the pedal operates all three brakes and 
additional power can be applied to the front 
brake by means of the hand lever. The only 
components not made by Nightingale and 
Sheldon are the Lockheed hydraulic master 
and wheel cylinders which are of normal car 
pattern. 

Since the front brake is of two-leading-shoe 

stern it has two hydraulic cylinders, 
gin bore; the single unit for the rear brake 
is of the same bore, whereas the sidecar-brake 
cylinder is of Ijin bore. (Because of the 
absence of self-servo effect, a disc brake re- 
quires a higher operating pressure than a 
normal drum brake.) 

Of Shin diameter and jin thickness, the 
disc is manufactured from a chromium-tung- 


a ot 
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0.030in-thick Cobex. The windscreen, on 
the other hand, is of Perspex. 

Mr, Walker is a cabinet maker and his skill 
is clearly reflected in the excellent finish. In- 
terior trim is in red Rexine and amenities 
include a glove compartment built into the 
nose and interior lighting. The two main 
seats are upholstered in cloth-covered foam 
rubber. No luggage space is provided though 
there is a capacious tool er in the rear 
of the body. 

Cost worked out at approximately £24 and 
construction occupied some 11 weeks of even- 
ing and weekend work. Mr. Walker hes no 
workshop and the body was built in his back 
room, One of his friends was so impressed 
that Mr. Walker has built a replica body, 
using the original drawings.

The Leader, fruit of three years’ in- 
tensive work at Selly Oak, is a machine of 
real distinction and one which could mark 
a turning 
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Steel pressings are employed for the 
frame and bodywork, and the side panels 
are readily removable to give first-class 
accessibility of power unit and transmis- 
sion. Parcel accommodation is inbuilt and 
panniers are available which, unlike most, 
enhance rather than detract from the good 
looks. Among the many other sound 
features are enclosure of the rear chain 
and a novel trailing-link front fork which 
is claimed to give outstandingly good 
steering and comfort. Unified threads are 
used throughout below jin diameter and 
screw heads have cruciform slots. 

Contributing to the modest dry weight 
of 300 Ib is the light but torsionally very 
rigid frame, if that designation can be 
applied to the large-section box member 
—a beam—which forms the Leader's 
backbone. It comprises two 20-gauge 
steel pressings welded together down the 
machine’s centre line; cross-section is rec- 
tangular with radiused corners and slightly 
bowed sides to resist drumming. At the 
fromt the beam is upswept dnd tapers to 
embrace the steering-head tube, and at 
the rear it widens and is forked to form 
the anchorages of the upper ends of the 
rear-suspension spring units. 

Within the beam is the fuel tank, baffied 
to minimize surge; it has a capacity of 

gallons, including half a gallon re- 
serve. The tank is merely a rectangular 
steel box, with a three-point bottom 
mounting on rubber 
buffers.

The rear-wheel hub carries three 
studs passing through holes in the 
sprocket to which the wheel is clamped 
by spherical-head nuts. A second rubber- 
plugged hole in the chaincase gives access 
to the nuts for wheel removal. The light 
alloy hub shell is of full-width pattern 
and though for rigidity the bearings are 
well spaced on the spindle, the spoke base 
is relatively narrow to give the best 
appearance.

Geometry of the links is such that the 
wheelbase remains nearly constant (the 
links are horizontal at mid-travel) with, 
consequently, even tyre wear. More- 
over, since the arc struck by the spring- 
unit attachment bolts is virtually axial to 
the units, their angularity scarcely varies. 
The dampers have extended rods and are 
anchored to the fork yoke in a similar 
manner to the rear-suspension units. The 
yoke is a malleable casting to the top of 
which is brazed the massive taper-tube 
steering-head column. Brazed also into 
the yoke are the two stanchion members, 
each of which is constructed of two 16- 
gauge steel pressings united by what is 
called a hook seam in which a — 
one pressing is folded over a shal r 
flange on the other. 

Lower ends of the stanchions are ex- 
tended forward to conceal the links and 
to house the link pivot bolts in welded-in 
tubes. Each inner pressing has an arcuate 
slot, to provide wheel-spindle clearance, 
and the outer pressing has a hole for 
spindle access in the event of wheel re+ 
moval. The hole is normally concealed 
by a chromium-embellished cover. Slots 
in the underside of the pressings permit 
assembly and give clearance for the links 
on full rebound. 

Anchorage of the front-brake shoe 
plate is of floating pattern with a near- 
parallelogram linkage to isolate the sus- 
pension from brake reaction. The torque 
stay is built up from two pressings spot- 

welded together and having part- 
spherical formation of the ends. 
In the resultant spaces between 
them are inserted spherical nylon 
bushes for the anchorage bolts— 
an arrangement which accom- 
modates any minor malalignment 
between the bolts

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To increase the efficiency of the deep, 
sprung front mudguard its edges are gut- 
tered. The guard is made in .wo halves 
with an overlap joint at the fork stan- 
chions to which the halves are sealed by 
rubber beading. To the imner pressing 
of each stanchion is welded a curved 
channel-section bracket with the flanges 
facing outward. Welded to the inside of 
the valances of each mudguard half are 
similarly curved top-hat sections which 
slide over the brackets. Each mudguard 
half is secured by two bolts each side 
(which screw from the inside into captive 
nuts on the brackets) and one upward into 
the fork yoke; thus there is no external 
evidence of the method of attachment. 

The bodywork comprises ecight main 
pressings, all in 20-gauge steel. They are 
the upper mid-section, tail portion, two 
side panels, two lower legshield members, 
frontal fairing embodying the legshield 
upper ends, and the headlamp cowling 
Bolted to the frame beam, the mid-section 
is built up from four sections; its forward 
half is shaped like a petrol tank and fits 
over the steering head with a rubber 
grommet to effect a seal. On top, behind 
the head, is a lockable lid giving access 
to a parcel compartment of sufficient size 
to accept a peakless safety helmet, and 
to the steering-head and seat locks. 

Built on a moulded, resin-bonded ply- 
wood base, the shapely seat is hinge- 
mounted to the rear of the mid-section. 
Beneath it are located the rubber-mounted 
tool kit and the tyre pump as well as the 
battery and filler cap. opening on 
which the seat rests is braced by a trans- 
verse tube housing a pull-out lifting 
handle. Of the latest pattern with a trans- 
lucent polystyrene case, the 13-ampere- 
hour Lucas battery is recessed into the 
frame beam behind the tank and is sup- 
ported by a U-shape steel strap. Ahead 
of the tank and bolted to the bottom of 
the beam interior are the two ignition 
coils, accessible through a hole in the top 
of the beam. The high-tension cables 
emerge downward through grommeted 
holes.

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To hinge up the tail for rear-wheel re- 
moval it is necessary only to slacken the 
fork-ended silencer stays and the pivot 
bolts. There is no added complication 
when the pannier equipment is fitted. 

Five captive screws with coin slots 
secure the side panels. Normal routine 
maintenance — contact-breaker, primary 
chain and carburettor—is carried out 
from the left of the machine and for that 
purpose the panel can be removed with- 
out disturbing anything else. Before the 
right-hand panel can be taken off, the 
kickstarter and gear pedals must be 
detached. 

The frontal fairing is held to the mid- 
section by seven bolts, five of which also 
pass through internal ears on the headlamp 
cowl; two more bolts held the cowl to the 
fairing. Upper ends of the legshields fit 
into channels formed at the base of the 
frontal fairing. The shields aré attached 
to the beam at the top and to brackets 
bolted to the crankcase; these brackets 
also form the lower-front pick-up points 
for the side panels. 

A Perspex moulding bulged to provide 
hand clearance on full , the windscreen 
sits in a rubber-lined channel at the top 
of the frontal fairing. Six through bolts 
with tubular distance pieces hold the 
screen to the channel and four of them 
also retain the pressed-steel instrument 
panel. To enable the screen to be 
removed without taking the bolts out, its 
base has vee-slots instead of holes. Addi- 
tionally, the screen is su by two 
tapered tubular pillars attached to the Pers- 
pex at the top by nylon mouldings.

FROM THE EARLIEST DAYS of 
history tribal chieftains set up their head- 
quarters on high mounds, defended from 
attack by a series of ditches or earth ram- 
parts as may still be seen at Maiden Castle 
in Dorset or at British Camp, Malvern. 
Such encampments were certainly castles, 
but the sold masonry structures with 
which we now associate the name came 
much later, in Roman times. 


LATER STILL came the Saxons, chiefly 
builders in timber, but Pevensey—a stone-

Then the 
Normans arrived, to promote castle- 
building to the status of a major industry. 
They built well for two reasons. First, 
they needed regional headquarters where- 
in the Norman barons could be installed 
to rule their particular areas of the land 
for the king. Secondly, they needed 
barracks for their armies. The Norman 
sites were well selected. Study the posi- 
tioning of a castle such as Bramber, in 
Sussex, and notice how it dominates the 
surrounding countryside.

Meriden Cross, said to mark the centre of England 
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less massive in aspect and more comfort- 
able internally. In time, as with many 
of the Welsh castles of the 13th century, 
the fortified keep disappeared entirely. In 
time, too, there arose castles which were 
dwelling places primarily and their milit- 
ary significance was of only secondary 
importance. They were the moated 
granges or fortified manors, the homes of 
influential families. A striking example of 
such a building in perfect preservation 
may be seen at Stokesay, Shropshire. 


NORMAN CASTLES usually incorpor- 
ated a keep, a circular or rectangular 
inner fort which could serve as a last 
refuge should the outer defences fall to 
an enemy. Typical, too, were small pro- 
jecting towers or bastions in the outer 
wall and massive gateways complete with 
drop-down sharp-pointed portcullis. The 
gate tower or barbican was often a small 
castle in itself. 


THE FINAL SPASM of castle building 
came in the reign of Henry VIII. By that 
time the wheel had turned a full circle 
and the castles he erected at Deal, 
Walmer and other points on the south- 
east coast were essentially military in 
character, built as a protection against 
— attack from across the Channel,

The fiexib'e rear sections are curved to 
form an inverted U and thus provide 
sufficient length to permit the wheel to 
be drawn backward out of the fork ends 
without disconnecting the pipes. The 
shoe assemblies can then be withdrawn 
from the drums and the wheel removed 
independently. 

In order to provide space for the operat- 
ing cylinders, the ends of the brake shoes 
formerly expanded by the cams were sawn 
off. The cylinders were taken from the 
brakes of a 600 c.c. Fiat car and fitted with 
Girling pistons. Initially a reservoir for 
the master cylinder was fitted (underneath 
the dual-seat) but it has been discarded 
since it was found to be superfluous. 

All parts used in the conversion are 
readily’ obtainable commercially. So suc- 
cessful has the experiment proved that 
Mr. Milner p to extend the 
hydraulic control to the sidecar-wheel 
brake. At present it is cable operated 
from a pedal eg — 2in beneath the 
rear-brake pedal. at arrangement has, 
of course, the advantage of independent 
braking for left-hand cornering.

You might conclude from 
the official announcements that we are at 
long last catching up on the leeway—that 
before long our road network really will 
be adequate for the traffic load. You 
would be quite wrong I regret to say. 
Traffic delays cost £500 million a year. 
If the number of vehicles doubles in the 
next ten years as expected, the annual cost 
of delays will be four-fold—£2,000 million,

BRITONS ARE TOUGH By all accounts that 24-hour

Thirty-cight 
minutes after the start Watton collided with another rider 
and was carried off on a stretcher, unconscious and with a 
smashed right foot. Eveleigh took over and stayed on the 
machine almost throughout the whole of Saturday night. To 
avoid disqualification Watton had to compléte a minimum of 
two hours in the saddle and so, ignoring the doctors’ peremp- 
tory orders, he returned to the track with his damaged foot 
strapped up. No one would have given a light for his 
chances as he circled as best he could, making his gear 
changes by hand while a rocking pedal was hurriedly 
fashioned in the pits. When Watton took over for the final 
hour he lay 15th and he picked up to llth before seeing the 
flag. Well-wishers, photographers, newsreel cameramen and 
officials surged away from the winners to congratulate the 
British pair. I salute them, too, 


If a proposal based on a sur- 
vey carried out by the British 
Road Federation is adopted Kingston-upon-Thames, 
Surrey, will become an experimental parking town in 
roughly the same way as Slough is an experimental safety 
town. No better “3 have been chosen, for 
parking conditions in Kingston (as the survey bears out) 
are poor on weekdays and chaotic—nothing less—on Satur- 
days. Many locals refuse to go into the town on Saturdays 
and take their Custom instead to nearby Walton-on-Thames. 
Kingston is busier than most townships, because it is 
small and compact, because it is an attractive shopping 
centre, because little off-street parking is possible and 
finally because in its environs there is a greater-than- 
average number of cars per head of tion. All the 
roposals hinge on the provision adequate parking 
facilities chiefly in the form of tier-type garages. On these

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sites charges would range from a free period of one tour 
to not more than 2s a day. For the control of kerbside 
parking the blue-disc system as used in Paris would be 
employed both alone and in conjunction with meters, The 
report was published last week, two days before the start 
of London’s West End parking-meter scheme, and Lord 
Derwent, the Federation’s chairman, has sent a copy to the 
Minister of Transport. Let us all hope that an experi- 
mental parking town will be nominated with the least 
possible delay; for the problems in Kingstons up and down 
the country will not be resolved in a day—hardly in a de- 
cade come to that. 


THOSE METERS That West End parking- 
meter scheme, by the way, 
was launched last Thursday, and that same afternoon a 
colleague went for a jaunt round the north-west corner of 
Mayfair to see how things were shaping. Briefly the set-up 
is that there are 655 parking spaces, each with its own meter. 
Every weekday between 8.30 am. and 630 p.m. (bank 
holidays excepted) a motorist may park only at a meter. 
Charges are 6d for one hour and Is for two hours. If a 
driver overstays the period for which he has paid he then 
has to pay an excess charge of 10s. If he exceeds the 
excess-charge period of two hours—four hours altogether— 
he is liable to prosecution. Solos may be parked without 
charge in any of the eight special sites provided, but that 
concession is not extended to sidecar outfits or three- 
wheelers. Situated mainly in little-used side streets, the 
motor-cycle spaces are difficult to find. In fact, my 
colleague could have wasted a lot of time (and petrol) look- 
ing for them but for police guidance. The sites were small 
and together they would accommodate only about 100 
machines. While that provision may be adequate in fashion- 
able Mayfair, far more motor-cycle space will most certainly 
be needed in other districts should the scheme become more 
generally adopted. Local authorities please note.

Why No Smith ? 


Omission of World-famous Star from Moto-Cross des Nations 


Team Weakens British Chances 


IDERS to represent Great Britain 
R in the Moto-Cross des Nations 
in Sweden on September 7 have 
just been announced. The line-up is as 
follows: John Draper (499 B.S.A.), Dave 
Curtis (498- Matchless), Brian Martin 
499 B.S.A.), Ron Langston (497 Ariel), 
Derek Rickman (499 B.S.A.) and Don 
Rickman (499 B.S.A.). This is the 12th 
year of the great international scrambles 
contest—which British riders have won 
eight times. And what are our chances 
now? In the late forties the Belgians 
provided the strongest challenge ca, in- 
deed, even in 1957 they came within 
14.88 of beating us. But this year I can- 
not help thinking that the Swedish team 
will be hardest to conquer. 


“THE omission of Jeff Smith—first man 

home in the past three years—\ooks 
like an appalling error of judgment. Can 
we afford to do without him? The obvious 
strength of the Swedish and Belgian 
teams gives us the probable answer to 
that one. Regardless of whether we win 
or not I can only suggest that the banish- 
ment of so brilliant a rider from the 
British team is a blunder which warrants 
an A.C.U. inquiry at higher level than the 
moto-cross sub-committee. A hint of 
things to come was obvious in the 
omission of Smith from the Television 
Team Trial last February; and his ab- 
sence from the International Six Days’ 
Trial team-selection tests added weight 
to the supposition that some form of boy- 
cott was in operation. That it extends to 
the Moto-Cross des Nations is a 
thousand pities 


I OWEVER, let us examine the existing 
talent. Logically and chronologically 
we must start with John Draper—but 
what can I say about farmer John which 
is not already a well-known part of 
motor cycle history? A real “ character,” 
Draper has been scrambling spectacularly 
for over ten years, and perhaps his finest 
ride was that classic second-gear dash in 
the 1950 Moto-Cross des Nations in 
which he was first to acknowledge the 
flag. He was the first Briton to win the 
European Moto-Cross Championship and 
at the ripe old age of 29 is still very much 
in the hunt—as proved by the fact that 
he is at present the highest-placed British 
rider in the current world’s championship 
table, with Jeff Smith close behind. 


TT achievements of Dave Curtis, 
Brian Martin and Ron Langston 
were described in last week's “ Competi- 
tion Commentary.”

RITISH weather! Last Saturday

ROAD on a viaduct is part of the plan 

4% for a 12-mile motorway to form the first 
stage of the projected London-South Wales 
Radial Road. Details of the intended line of 
the motorway were published last week. It 
will lead from the Chiswick flyover to the 
start of the proposed Slough-Maidenhead By- 
pass on A4—the London-Bath road. Besides 
providing a new western exit from London 
the motorway will also offer a fast route to 
London Airport with which it ‘will be directly 
connected by a spur road one mile long. 

The viaduct will be constructed for the 
first mile of its length on the line of the 
Great West Road. Single suppo 
will be erected along the es strip aaa Gon 
Great West Road allowing traffic to pass freely 
along the existing carriageways on. cach side. 
Where the two rcads diverge the viaduct will 
veer in a north-westerly direction to pass over 
a large factory and then descend gradually to 
ground level. The total length of the viaduct 
will be 14 miles and its a ¢ height 25ft, 
but where it passes over the factory it may 
rise to 65ft. The motorway will continuc 
from the end of the viaduct at or near ground 
level for another ten miles from Boston Manor 
Park to the Slough By-pass as mentioned. 

West of the viaduct 29 bridges will be 
built. Ten will be over waterways, three over 
or under railways and 11 over or under 
secondary roads; the other five will be at fly- 
over junctions. Estimated cost of the scheme 
is £12,000,000.
